more than passing reference 
to a decision which has 
brought about the suspen- 
sion of a leading Northern 
referee till the end of the 
season since, we understand, 
there is the possibility of 
further official action.

Mr. Sam Delves, Presid- 
ent of the Northern Soccer 
League, is firm on the 
matter. While refusing to 
discuss any of the recent 
happenings, since they are 
e amatter for the League’s 
inquiry, Mr. Delves told 
“Northern Soccer News” — 
“T am disappointed that any- 
thing of this nature is creep- 
ing into our football, which 
has been remarkably free of 
the type of incident which 
has produced most unfav- 
ourable publicity in many 
other Soccer centres. We 
have never been hesitant in 
our attitude and it is well- 
known, or should be, that

the Northern League will 
not, for a morent, close 
ils eyes to anything which 
could bring our game into 
disrepute, If it is necessary 
to dismiss or expel an in- 
dividual or a club for their 
part in creating unsavoury 
disturbance, you can rest 
assured that is the 
action which will be taken, 
regardless of the club or the 
individual.” 


“The game is greater than 
the club or the individual 
and we will not allow 
Rafferty to rule in the 
North, no matter what he 
might get away wiih any- 
where else,” said Mr. 

“Soccer is gaining 
each week in its following, 
but it will not make any 
progress if the conduct of 
matches and the conduct of 
the players is not such that 
it will attract the people.

The 
onus is on them to ensure 
that the Northern League 
is not called on to inquire 
into happenings at their 
grounds. 


The Northern League 
warning is a general one. 
Those clubs who do 
shoulder their responsibilit- 
ies have no reason for fear, 
but those who are different 
should take heed for, if 
they do not do as they are 
required to do in the matter 
of controlling matches on 
their grounds, they can 
blame none but themselves 
if the axe topples on them— 
as il most assuredly will if 
they are lax.
